The individual who has received instnictionB from the Bight Honourable 
the Earl of Wald^rave, to distribute to the world the unrivalled and wondrous 
Collection at Strawberry Hill^ formed by his Lordship's great ancestor^ Horace 
Walpole, Earl of Orford^ and has thus had placed within his power the ability 
to enrich the royal and national collections of every civilized country, the galleries 
of the cognoscenti, and the cabinets of amateurs, in every class of the highest 
walks of art; has had the singular good fortune, duringalong professional career, 
to be the &voured agent in introducing to the public, in endless variety, unique 
collections of all that is rare in taste and verfii, and although, through his instru- 
mentality, he has exchanged properties extending over several millions of pounds 
steriing, yet he approaches his present herculean undertaMng with feelings such 
as he never experienced on any former occasion, folly sensible that the dis- 
tribution of this predous museum, crowded with the tangible records of past 
ages — treasures consecrated by the hand of time and of genius^far exceeding in 
interest and importance all that has preceded it in the chronicles of auctions, and 
that no foture sale can by possibility enter into rivalry with it 
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VI. PRBFATORY REMARKS. 

Whether he considers the hallowed recollections which surround a pictorial 
and historical abode, so dear to its distinguished originator, and so often and 
so tenderly referred to in his letters and writings, or the extreme rarity and 
value of the collection contained therein, rich in all that can delight the antiquarian, 
tiie scholar, the virtuoso, or the general lover of art, so perfect and unapproach- 
able in all its detiuls that each will quit it with the fixed opinion that his peculiar 
tastes were those to which the energies, the learning, and tiie research of the 
noble founder were directed; when there pass before him in review the splendid 
Grallery of Puntings, teeming with the finest works of the greatest masters, — 
matchless Enamels, of immortal bloom, by Petitot, Boit, Bordier, and 
Zincke, — Chasings, tiie workmanship of Cellini and Jean de Bologna, — noble 
specimens of Faenza Ware, from the pencils of Bobbia and Bernard 
Palizzi,— Glass, of the rarest hues and tints, executed by Jean Cousin and other 
masters of the fifteenth, sixteenth, and seventeen centuries, — Limoges Enamels 
of the period of the Renaissance, by Leonard and Courtoise, — Soman and 
Ghrecian Antiquities, in Bronze and Sculpture,— Oriental and European China, 
of tiie choicest forms and colours, — exquisite and matchless Miseals, painted by 
BaphaeLand Julio Clovio,— magnificent spedmens of cinque cento Armour, — 
Miniatures, illustrative of the moat interesting periods of history,— a valuable 
collection of Drawings and Manuscripts, — Engravings, in countiess numbers 
and of infinite value, — a costiy Library, extending to fifteen thousand 
volumes, abounding in splendid editions of the classics, illustrated, scarce and 
unique works, with ten thousand other relics of the arts and history of by-gone 
ages, — he may well feel overpowered at the evident impossibility of rendering 
to each that lengthened notice which their merits and their value demand. 
He has, however, attempted to supply this as far as possible by the introduction 
of notes into the body of the catalogue, many of them from the pen of Walpole 
himself, whose work on this, the fiEivourite object of his life, printed at his 
own press at Strawberry Hill, has, from its scarcity, become an object of value 
to the Biblomaniac; but interesting as these must prove, he considers that 
something beyond this is due to the memory of the mighty master who planned

and matured this wondrouB whole, and whose life, ahnost from the cradle to the 
tomb, was occupied in snatching from the depredations of time the few remaining 
specimens of the classic ages — ^the treasures of gothic halls and cathedrals — and 
the antiquities of the middle ages; and feeling that every individual who visits 
this Musie de Baret^ will desire to know something of the labours of the mighty 
spirit who, by the magic of his pen, has caused him to lose ** the memory of 
himself ^ in the pages of romance, and with the sentiment that none but a 
poet or a novelist should illustrate the classic abode of the author of the 
Castle of Otranto, he with pleasure transfers to his Prefatory Remarks the 
following characteristic article from the Miscellany of W. Harrison Ainsworth, 
Esq., who having so admirably illustrated those national monuments, the '^ Tower 
of London," and '^ Windsor Castle,'' has, with his customary tact, turned his 
attention to the most striking feature of the eighteenth century, and thus 
introduces the reader to

OBD Obpobd, scarcely known by hb title, but celebrated tbronghout 
Europe as Horace Walpole, was one to whose refined taste the present 
age is as deeply indebted for the impetus which he ga^e to the study of 
the works of art of the Middle Ages, as the century in which he liyed, 
for the instruction and amusement afforded l^ his writings. SBs letters 
are enduring monuments of epistolary style ; his publications on the Fine 
^Arts, the Drama, Fiction, Biography, and general Literature, attest his 
various ability ; and Strawberry Hill yet remains to shew, not on^ how 
much could be accomplished by one man, but how admirably 
he performed the self-allotted task, which was throughout one 
long labour of lore.— But Strawberry Hill, with all its treasures, like many a place of older 
renown, is destfaied to illustrate the sad truth, that 'nothing on earth continueth in onestay,* 
and to this contingency the noble collector of its wealA of art appears to have been fiiUy aliye ; 
nay, more, the passage which we haye selected to introduce this imperfect account, clearly 
mdicates that such was his expectation.

'* It is impossible to witness, without feelings of regret, the dispersion of oljects on whose 
acqairwnent a whole life has been spent ; bnt, at the same time, it may be questioned whether 
this almost inevitable fate be not productive of corresponding advantages. An otjeot is prized, 
not only from its intrinsic value, but from its association with remarkable events or illustrious 
names. Thus, the antique mirror, the jewelled goblet, the Damascened blade, may all be 
beautiful in themselves; but they acquire a rarer value, are invested with far higher attributes, 
when we know iliat one of these reflected the friir features of a Mary Stuart, or a Margu«ntte 
de Valois ; that another was brinmied with ruby wine at the feasts of the chivalrous founder of 
the Garter; or that a third belonged to the identical poniard which slew a Medicis, or hung by 
the side of a Du Guesclin. When, in addition to historical recollections, we find that men of 
taste and learning have subsequently been the possessors of these objects, and have conferred 
upon them a fresh celebrity, they rise in estimation with each occasion, and are more eagerly 
sought by the public ; the new link gives increased value to the chain ; and when, after an 
intenral, they* are again dispersed, the drde of information is widened, and the means of 
improvement become more generally diffused. 

'' Another view of the case may also be taken : when the coUcfction, as in the present 
instance,. is a larger one, a number of its treasures must, of necesmty, be hidden or overlooked ; 
while passing firom the hands of one to those of many, the reputation of each is distinctly 
proclaimed by every new possessor. 

*' This thought must recondle us to the fate of Strawberry Hill, which, as it now stands, 
we take the last opportunity of descriMng. In doing so, we shall not, — for our space would 
not admit of it, — ^follow the details of the catalogue, our object being rather to indicate some of 
its most striking features, than to guide the reader through all its mazes. 

'< In our passage from the low monastic doorway to the hall of entrance, attention is for a 
moment arrested by a small, very small oratory, wherein is a sunt enshrined, and beyond this, 
by a cloister, which contains two objects of interest. One of these is the portrait of Leonora 
d*£ste, ' Bia Helionora,* a has relief head, in marble, cold as the princess herself to her 
nnhappy lover, who has bestowed upon her 

' One half the hrarel that o'enhades kii grave.' 

If this portrait be reaUy Hke, Leonora was certainly no beauty. The other attraction is the 
vase of ' the pen^ve Selima,* whose &te inspired another poet. It is quite deep enough to 
drown a cat I Passing these, without attempting to recondle associations, the portal of the 
'Castle* expands, and we enter the hall, whose only light is derived, as Horace Walpole 
describes, ' from lean windows &ttened with rich saints in painted glass,* and where depends the 
lantern 'which casts the most venerable gloom on the stairs that ever was seen since the days of 
Abelard.* 

'* A narrow passage leads frt>m henoe into the < Refectory,* and here leisure and space are 
allowed to beg^ that inquiry which promises so much, and keeps its promise so well. The pic- 
tures in tins room are, for the most part, family portraits, or those of intimate Mends. At the 
lower «id stands the great mfaiister. Sir Robert, in all the gloiy of the robes of the Garter, and 
his two wives on either hand: the first, Catherine Shorter, a copy from Kneller, by Jarvis,— 
a veiy pretty woman, dressed simply in white, with a blue scarf, en sautoir ; and the second, 
Maria Skerrett (irreverently called * Moll,' by I-^dy Mary Wortky Montagu), by Jarvis hfanself,

in the costume of a shepherdess; she is very pretty also. Their simplicity of demeanour and 
attire contrast strikingly with Sir Robert's splendour. Beneath these portraits is plaoe^ a bean* 
tifhl table of Sicilian jasper, coyered with fine old porcelain, and still more antique Etruscan relics, 
in the shape of bowls and beakers and vases ; and over the table hangs an object of great curiosity 
and interest, a hunting horn of rich enamel, upon copper ; the painting being on one side the 



History of St. Hubert, and on the other, a series of allegorical figures. The enamel is of that 
betfntiiul kind called Limoges, of which there are so many q[>ecimen8 in other parts of the liouse. 
To return to the pictures : we have in a row the pictures of Sir Robert's sons and daughters. Here 
are, the second Lord Orford, attired m red velvet; Edward, in the robes of the Bath ; and 
Horace Walpole himself in a scanty, collarless, blue velvet coat, and a waistcoat of crimson 
velvet, reaching down to hb knees. The daughters are Lady Maria Walpole and Lady Malpas ; 
the last a beauty. Over the chimney-piece of pomted architecture (designed by Bentley) is a 
picture by Sir Joshua Reynolds, called ' Conversation,* containing the portraits of Lord 
Edgecumb, Mr. Williams, and George Selwyn, who never missed an execution, and who, when 
he had a tooth taken out, ' dropped his handkerchief as a signal for the dentist to begin.* Sir 
Horace Mann, and his brother, Galfiridus, painted by Astiey; Lady Anne Osbom, by Sir 
Godfrey Kneller; and Lady Dorothy Walpole, in a Turkish dress, by Jar^, are scattered 
about the room. More recent additions are Lord and Lady Radstock ; but the gem of the 
collection is the charming group by Sir Joshua — the three beauties, the Ladies Laura, Maria, 
and Horatia Waldegrave, assembled round a work-table. The colours are gone firom this 
attractive picture, but unequalled grace and delicacy still remain ; it is far finer than * the 
Graces,* by the same master, in the National Gallery. The massive ebony tables, the chairs, of 
Walpole*s own design, that seem built, as no doubt they were, expressly to accommodate the 
wearers of the wide-spreading skirts of that day ; the antique bureau, and the famous clock, by 
Le Roi; and more than all, the windows ornamented with fragments of Dutch art (one 
specimen of which, a coWer at work before an open window, whistling to a bird in a cage, is 
marvellous for its effect), are not among the least attractions of the Refectory. 

" Ascending the staircase, we pause at the first landing-place, and then enter the Break- 
fast-room, ' furnished with blue paper, and blue and white linen.* It is the prettiest and 
most cheerful place that can be imagined, and is filled with objects of various kinds, miniatures 
predominating. Of these, there are two firames, careftdly concealed by g^een silk blinds, which 
contain so many perfect gems. The first consists of nine miniatures, principally by Isaac and 
Peter Oliver, and is devoted to Sir Kenelm Digby and his £unily. Four of them are portraits 
of Sir Kenelm*s wife, the beautiful Venetia Stanley, who is represented at three different periods 
of her life, and once after death. The last is extremely curious, and, like all the others,

exquisitely finjslusd. Sir Kenelm's devotion to his bvely wife is sbidowed fb^ im the motto — 
' Yindica te tibi, * which appears in gold letters aboTe. his own portrait Th^ second frame 
contains fifteen miniatorefli, chiefly by QUli^ 9pd Petitot : the most strikii^ portrwts are, 
Robert Deverenz, Earl of Esaez^ CM^y* Loi^ Hunsdon, the Duke of Yendome, * with S| i^ 
blot,* the Princess Pdatipe, th^ P^chef»e dia ^ontpensifor, and the Duchesse de li^ontba^on. 



But the most remarkable of all is a miniatuoe painting, representing the interior of the House 
of Lords, with King James the Vvnt on th^ throve. This pipture is so small as to require a 
magnifying-glass to trMe iti aocui)atel|y^ Orer the chimney-piece are also some interesting 
portraits: — Mtss^Fanren (aftei^waiids Counter, of Derby), gay, and sparkling, and high- 
oobured, her laughing eyes apd mouth all comedy; Pope; Lady Mary Leppel; and a later 
Celebris, in seyere contra^ to Lady Derby, 1^. Hannah More. In other parts of the room 
are, Hdlbein, by himself; Cowley the poet^ by Sir Peter Lely ; tiie Counte de Grammont, at 
the discovery of whose p<H:trai)b in Paris, Walpoja was in sucdi raptures; and, ' in a frame of 
silver ^/i^atiie,* the famous Charlotte de la Trimouille (also Countess of Derby), the heroic 
defender of Lathom House — 

* Who. miracl* of womankind. 
Lent mettle to the meanest hind 
That manned the castle wall/ 

There are, also, more portraits of the Digby family ; and, among the most remarkable, an 
unknown head, by Holbein ; Thomas Seymour, Lord Sudely, the ffigh Adnural, and brother 
of the Protector Somerset, with pride in his eye to dare anything, and a neck that seems to 
defy the block, to which his turbulent nature led him. We must not omit the well-known 
picture of Madame du Deffand, and the Duchesse de Choiseul ; that of Rose, the royal 
gardener, presenting the first pine-apple grown in England to Charles the Second ; the portrait 
of the late Margravine of Anspach, then a young and very pretty woman ; nor the two Miss 
Berrys, with countenances finely expressive of intelligence. But the list would be a long one 
were we to enumerate half the contents of this room, which is, for the most part, as Horace 
Walpole left it, with the exception of the portraits of the present £arl and Countess of 
Waldegrave, and some modem ornaments. 

'* Before we approach the Library, the small, but curious collection, meets the view, which 
Walpole called his * Armoury ;* and thus describes: — ^ A vestibule open with three arches on 
the landing-place, and niches full of trophies of old Coats of mail, Lidian shields, made of 
rhinoceros* hides ; broad-swords, qidvers, long-bows, arrows, and spears ; all supposed to have

been taken by Sir Terry Robsert (an ancestor), in tbe Holy Wars.* Hence we find in a 
niche, on the staircase^ the armour of Francis the First, of steel-gih, and covered with bas* 



relieiSi; his lance la of eibony inlaid With dly«r, hia awoid alael, beautift% inlaid with gold, 
and probably the work of Benvennto GelUni. It ts « mlignifleent sUit^ and st once reealla the 
f^gfote of the gallant monardi, fiur more elKsctrv^ly, laAevd, than the spkndid annonr in the 
Lontre, which appears to want height. Two shieldl for toumaonnts hang near it, painted 
by Folydore; one bears the head of Medoai^ the ofher Unt of Persens. An alto«>relieTo, in 
oak, of Henry the Third of Bngland, <^ his thne, sta&ds over the Armoury, and within it are 
the Tarions contents ennmerated by Wilpol^, nith sonie things not deieifbed by him ; Ibr 
instance, a suigtilar rdle of the Noftnan tnle^ an andent Mitvfe^Jku, and a most elaborately- 
carred and andqne pdr of be&ows; a sketdi of wUch appears vndemeatii. The battle* 



axes, shields, maoes, &e.y are all highly cnrioos ; and two corslets bear the marks of some 
fktal aihmy. 

" Our next step is the transition from war to peac^-^from the Armoury to the Library ; 
where, ranged in cases, modelled from the choir of Old St Paul's, are collected about 15,000 
volumes. Of these, we shall refer only to the least known, which are contained in a small

glass case. The first, and, in our estimation, most valuable, is a book of original drawings, 
by Janet, formerly in the possession of Brantame, and subsequently in that of Mariette, the 



fkmous collector, who has written the following inscription inside the cover : — ' Recoeil des 
portraits des Princes et Princesses et des Seigneurs et Dames qui composoient la Cour de 
Francis ler, Boy de France, a appartmiu sans doute k Brant6me. Ge qui me le &it prcjuger 
c*est que plnsienrs des inscriptions sont ecrites de sa main. Je m*en suis affermi par la 
confrontation que j*en ay fidte avec un MS. anthentique tout corrig^ de la main de ce c^^bre 
ecrivain. (Signed) Mariette.' The portraits are all in pencil, tinted with red chalk, like the 
drawings of Sir Thomas Lawrence, which they fully equal; and amongst them we find some 
noble heads : Francis the First, Louise of Savoy, Margaret of Navarre, Diane de Poitiers, 
Lautrec, the Admiral Bonnivet, Claude de France, Francis the Second, the Baron de Figeac, 



Medelaine de France the first wife of James the Fifth of Scotland, and some thirty more. It 
is a priceless volume, though Horace Walpole got it cheap enough. We find a memorandum 
in his handwriting beneath Mariette*s description, to the effect, that the Earl of Harwick 
offered through his agent 100/., but the person entrusted with the commission * was not at the 
sale, or not in time.*

'< Another Toiy predons Yolmne ii a collection of original drawings, in pen and ink, by 
Caliotf the greater part of which have nerer been engraved, though the title-page bears the 
usual designation of ' Diverses Fantalsies de noble Jac. Callot.* . 

''One MS. of great interest, is a book of the eicpenses of Yilliers, first Duke of Buckingham, 
kept by Sir Sackyill Crowe, probably his Grace's treasurer. The vaiious items are very 
curious, and shew the unsparing profusion with which he scattered his money. One long list 
refers to the journey to Spain, when he went on his embassy to Madrid. Here is one item : — 
' Given to the Condessa of Olivarez, her butler, for fruit, 14$,* This same Condessa of Olivarez 
was the 'teterrima causa ' of Buckingham's sudden departure from Madrid, which broke ofi^ the 
projected alliance between Charles and the Infanta. Other disbursements refer to the last of 
the race of court jesters ; for instance :— ' To the King's foole, 18/. 6s. 8d. ;* ' To Archy, 20/. ;' 
' To Bosado, 13/. 6<. 8d.* And the following item proves the value set by Buckingham upon 
the services of his dentist: — ' Given to a tooth-drawer, 20/.* The whole of the accounts throw 
considerable light on the personal history of the &vourite. 

<* Amongst the printed books, the most curious and rare are, * The New Tear's Gift,* written 
by ' Microphilus' (the dwarf Jeffeiy Hudson), and presented by hun, in 1688, to Henrietta, the 
Queen of Charles the First; 'Le Tombeau de Margueritte de Yalois, Reme de Navarre;' a ^ 
copy of Virgil, printed by Baskerville, with drawings on the covers by Lady Diana Beauderc ; 
on the edges, which are highly gilt, is a view of Blenhdm, which disappears altogether when 
the volume is dosed. The identical copy of Homer used by Pope for his translation ; it is a 



small Amsterdam edition, date 1707, with the text in Greek and Ladn, and bears this 
inscription: 'ELatini, A. Pope, 1714;' and lower down, 'Finished y* translation in Feb. 
1719-20, A. Pope ;' it is illustrated by a pencil-sketch of Twickenham Church in the poet's 
own hand ; two school-books of Horace Walpole, Homer, and Horace, very small and neat ; 
' Letters et M^oires du Chevalier d'Eon,' l^ him-(A«r-)8el^ with several portraits, printed 
in London by Jacques Dizwdl, 1764; the ' Catalogue of the King's (Charles the First's) 
Collection of Limnings,' published at Walpole's expense; Genealogical History of Yvery, 
London, 1742, 2 vols, large 8vo, printed by H. Walpole and never sold; the Earl of 
Northumberland's Household-book, &c. 

*< Of other rarities, are a letter from Catherine Parr, the widow of Henry the Eighth, 
written, in the year she died, 'to her constant Thomas Seymour, Lord High Admiral of 
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England,' and aSgned, ' Catherine, the Queen, K. P. ;* and a most charaeteriatic letter from 
Oliver Cromwell to his wife, the day after the battle of Dnnbar. We cannot resist the 
temptation of transcribing it :— 

'^ 'For my beloved wife, EUzabeth Cromwell, at the Cockpitt, thdse : 

" * My deerest, — ^I have not leisure to write much, but I could chide thee that in many of 
thy letters thou writest to mee, that I should not be unmindfull of thee and thy little ones. 
Truly, if I love you not too well, I think I err not onn the othere much. Thou art deerer to 
me than any creature ; lett that suffice. The Lord hath shewed us an ezoeedinge mercye— 
whoo can tell how great it is P My weake fayth hath been upheld— *I have beene in my inward 
man marvellously supported, though I assure thee I grow an oulde man, and feel infirmitys of 
age marvelouslye stealing upon me — ^would my corruptions did as fast decrease I Fray on my 
behalfe in ^e latter respect. The particulan of ^e late successe Harry Vane or Gil. Hckeringe 
will impart to thee. My love to all deear fHendes.— I rest thine, O. Cromwell. 

'' ' Dunbarr, the 4th of Sept., 1650.' 

" Of the portraits above the Library we shall say nothings— they are all &mily ones ; but a 
few miniatures must be noticed, as well as a curiouB padlock, in the shape of a hand ; a bronxe 
lamp of the cinque cento, which forms the initial letter at the head of this article, and many 
urns, ossuaria, and antique relics. The gallantry of Henry the Eighth is conspicuously 
set forth in the littie clock of silver g^t (drawn below), which he presented to Anne 
Bdeyn on the morning of his marriage. It is richly diased and engraved, and ornamented

with fleor de lys, &o. On the top sits a lion, bearing the arms of England. The weights, 
which are gilt, are curiously chased with the initials of Henry and Anne within true-lover*s- 
knots. One bears the inscription, ' The most happye,' the other, the royal motto. This love 
token was, doubtiess, meant as an emblem of enduring afieotion. It remains the same, after 
an interval of mora than three centuries ; but four years only afUor it was given, the otject of 
Heniy's eternal love was sacrificed on the scaffold. The clock still goes; it should have 
stopped fbr ever when Anne Boleyn died! Over the fire-plaoe is a specimen of thefinearts in 
the 15th oentury,-*a large pieture for the time, representing Uie marriage of Henry the Sixth 
of England witii Magaret of Aiyou. It is pamted witii all tiie care and fidelity of expression 
which characterized tiie illuminated MSS. <^ the period. The nuniatures are of later date ; 
one is the portrait of a natural son of Henry the Eightii, whose yontii promised well for his 
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fUtnie &me. He is painted in his shiit and nightcap, which ia moat cnrionaly embroidered 
with black, and the legend round the picture informa ua that it is the likeness of Henry, Duck 
off Richaod. JEMis Sua XV: Beside the Duek is Sir Francis Drake, the navigator, by 
Hilliard; there are, also, the portraits of the High Admiral Nottingham, (>ondomar the Spanish 
Ambassador, and Mary Fairfax, the widow of Villiers, second Duke of Buckingham. 

** The Star Chamber, though rich m painted glass, cabinets of medals, old coffers, and 
triangular Welsh chairs, * picked up by Dickey Bateman for three and sixpence a-piece,' will 
not detain us long— though, if we examined only the corns seriatim, our stoy might * stretch 
to the crack of doom.' We shall simply adyert to the broad piece of Eliaabeth, in which the 
resemblance was so fidthfully ugly that she forbade its issue ; and to the satirical silver medal 
struck in Holland, of Oliver Cromwell, the subject of which, though coarse to a degree, is 
exceedingly humourous. 

" The Holbem Chamber daima oup attention next, the contents of which refer for the most 
part to the time of the great artist, whom we find not only a painter but a sculptor. Witness 
Uie exquisitely carved head of Henry tiio Eghtii, hi box-wood, with a smaU dial hanging from 



his neck, and the no less elaborate ftiU-kngth figure of the bluff monarch, in terra cotta. 
Albert Durer^s skill hi carving is set forth in a singularly beautiful rdievo, cut in stone, of a 
smgle combat before the Emperor Maiimilian. It bears the date of 1522. Here is the original 
chaur of the last Abbot of Glastonbury, from which so many copies have been made ; it is of 
oak, and beaza various inscriptions — 'Johannes Arthnrus Monaoua Glastonie, &c.,' testifying 
its origbi. The ebony table and chairs of the same wood (of which there are nearly three dozen 
ia different parta of the building), are extremely beautiful ; and a number of ancient combs 
(one of which, of ivory, is said to have belonged to Queen Bertha, and another of tortoiseshell, 
given with more likelihood to Mary Queen of Scots) are smgularly curious. But, perhaps, 
the chiefest amongst tiiis class of relics is the red hat of Cardinal Wolsey — the token of his 
ecclesiastical dignity ; it is carefnUy preserved in a glass case. The pictures are numerous : 
here we find all those traced by Yertue fixmi the originals by Holbein, now at Windsor or 
Hampton Court ; a portrait of Charlotte de France, by Janet ; a curious one of Louis the 
Eleventh, praying, with an open missal before him ia the shape of a heart ; Mary Queen of 
Scots — of course, unlike all others ; Heniy the Fifth of England ; the Mar^schal Monluc ; 
Henry and Anne Boleyn, frequentiy repeated ; Philip of Spain and Mary, a copy frt>m the 
Wobum picture ; Anthony of Bourbon, the unheard-of^ intangible £uher of Henri Quartre ; 
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Sir Thos. Wyatt; the Duchess of Suffolk; Marguerite de France, &c. An exquisite pencQ- 
drawing hy Holbein must not be overlooked, of a fire-place in one of Henry the Eighdi's 
palaces ; nor the chimney-piece which adorns the ' Holbein chamber/ and which was designed 
by Mr. Behtley, from the tomb of Archbishop Warham, at Canterbury. 

*' The Grand Gallery, of really noble dimensions and superbly decorated, now lures our 



willing feet towards the richest treasures of Strawberry. We find we have not left ourselves 
space to dilate upon them as they deserve, and our observations must be briefiy directed to the 
most precious objects. Foremost amongst them is the magnificent Roman eagle, found within 
the precincts of the baths of Caracalla, in 1742. It well deserves the reputation which it enjoys, 
of being * one of the finest pieces of Greek sculpture in the world.' Here are the fine vases and 
cisterns of majolica^ of which the figures on the latter were designed by Giulio Romano. 
Here, too, an exquisite coffer, glittering with mother-of-pearl, and reflecting every ray from 
the stained windows above it ; a bust of Vespasian, in basalt ; beautiful bronzes, and pictures, 
interesting from their antiquity and intrinsic worth. Of the latter are, tiie marriage of Henry 
the Seventh ; a group, by Janet, of Catherine de Medids, her three sons, Francis, Charles, and 
Henry, successively Kings of France, and Margu^ritte de Valois ; the full-length portrait of 
Lord Falkland, in white, by Van Somer, which suggested the incident of the picture walking 
out of its frame, m the ' Castle of Otranto ;' Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, and his royal 
bride; the beautiful Laura Walpole, Countess of Waldegrave and Duchess of Gloucester, by 
Sir Joshna Reynolds, and many more to which we cannot even allude. 

** A peep at the round Drawing Room at the extremity of the Galleiy shews us fine stained 
windows, shedding their parti-coloured light on vases of porcelaine and services of silver ; where, 
above the rich, mosuc chimney-piece, stand silver beakers and jars, valuable for their weight of 
metal alone, — to say nothing of their workmanship ; where the China of Sevre vies with the 
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&eiixa of Florence, and the portrait of Vandyke's ladye-love, Mistress Lemon, looks smilingly 
down, a pendant to his own picture in the LoaTre. The Countesses of Leicester and Carlisle, 
by the same inimitable hand, grace the same chamber ; a yase of majolica bears the aniis of 
France and the Medid, and probably belong^ to Catherine ; and ivory caps and oljeots of 
Lidian art lie scattered on the tables. Gretting glimpses at every turn of closets filled with china, 
and painted glass, and models in terra cotta and marble, we proceeded to the North Chamber, 
filled, like every other, with pictures, antiquities, and otgects of vertu. 

" To begin with comparatively modem times, two pictures by Hogarth are, at the least, 
attractive. One of these is the orighial sketch of the Beggar's Opera, bought at the sale of Rich, 
the manager of Covent Garden ; and the other, which we have transferred to these pages, the 
rehearsal of an opera, with caricatures of the principal performers. Nicolini stands in front. 



Mrs. Toft is at the harpsichord, Margarita is entering in black ; the genUeman with a [patch 
over one eye is Sir Robert Rich. Near the chimney-piece is a large picture of Henry ihe 
Eighth and one pf his Queens, Edward the Sixth, Mary and Philip of Spain, and Queen 
Elizabeth, with several allegorical figures, and a long eulogy upon the royal race of Tudor 
inscribed round the frame. Beneath this is a bust of Frauds the Second of France, in marble, 
and a bas-relief, in bronze, of Anne of Brittany. On one side we see a large portrait of the 
celebrated Bianco Capello, by Vasari, with her singular story written on the frame ; and ftdng 
her, at the other end of the room, the portrait of one even better known to fame, the iksdnating 
Nmon de TEndos. This is the only original portrait known to exist of the lovely and 
accomplished fiur one, to whose charms, however, Walpole seems to have been insensible ; in 
our opuiion she must have been as beautifid as the world has always supposed her. She is very 
fiiir, with auburn hair and hazel eyes, and her dress, which is somewhat deeolte, is prettily 
oonfined by a narrow pmk riband fastened at the shoulder with small pearls and coral beads. 
Near her are Mademoiselle de la Yali^, Madame de Maintenon, Madame de Grammont, &c. 
A fine Rambrandt and a Nicolas Poussin adorn this end of the chamber. In a small cabinet, 
covered with medallions, b an iUummated psalter, which, but for the ^Hours' of Anne of

Gharlea d* Aiyon, K. of Naples.* It is a small thiok MS., and etecuted in a style of art that 
anrpasses belied 



'' Before we leaye this chamber, one glance must be allowed at the little glass case in the 
comer, which is filled with curiosities. Here is the wondrous speculum of the renowned Dr. 
Dee,— the mirror which 

' Kelly did all his feaU upon *, ' 

a inece of highly polished cannel coal, of a drcular form, with a handle to it. It is a very 
mysterious-looking olject, and worthy of being called ' The Devil^s looking-glass.* In the 
same case are seyeral apostle spoons, a German wooden spoon, finely carved ; twelve silver 
plates, exquisitely engraved, which belonged to the great Earl of Clarendon ; the wedding 
gloves of Mrs. Hampden, and a pair worn by James the First ; four silver owls, used for whistles 
to call servants, before the introduction of hand-bells ; the whistle is formed by the peixihes on 
which the emblems of wisdom are standing, and the noise made through them resembles the 
doleful cry of those lugubrious birds. One of the most puzzling olffets is a box of large wooden 
counters, veiy thin and painted on one side; in Walpole's catalogue they are called * ancient 
round trenchers, vrith scriptural mottoes ; * but they seem rather to have belonged to some 
game ; and as to the scriptural character of the mottoes, here is a specimen : — ' Women are like 
nettles, who toucheth them they stinge them, but hurt not those who wringt them.

It is oerered iHtb turquoises and rnbHes, and> ofi ea^ eover' is ito enoniioiis comeHan, 
with an mtaglio of the Gradfixkm en ono ridi^, itod a uSIkiio on the etfier ; It h tetf small, aiid 
might be worn as an ornament The famous Florentine boar, the Jnpiter Serapis, the dagger 
of Hffiipy tte Bgblh, sinff boaes, me4«ti, latagfios^ rhigs^ and gems of etktf eene^table kind 
crowd npon the yiew, and it only wants the silier beU of Benyenuto Gellini to beiralder us with 
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the perfection of art Its fonn we have fidntly pourtrayed; but to describe it adequately is 
impossible. It was made by the artist whose name it bears, for Pope Clement the Seventh, and 



is covered all over in the highest relievo * with antique moths, flies, gnsshoppers, and other 
insects^ the Virgin and boy-angeLs at the top, a wreath of leaves and lijEards at the bottom.* 
After seeing this, we cease to admire even that which is worthy of all praise : Gallot's Battle- 
piece, the portrait of Madame de S^vign^, the letter written in her name from the Elysian 
Fields, by Biadame du Defied, and pictnres and bronzes without end, pass before ns in 
succession, and leave us still amazed at die untiring perseverance of the man who heaped up all 
these treasures, now about to be spread once more over Europe.** 

Mr. Robins ventares to express a hope that many of the invaliiable 
items in the collection may obtain a final resting place in the galleries and 
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archives of the British Museum; and he would most respectfully draw the 
attention of the Trustees of that National Establishment to the present occasion^ 
as the only one which can enable them to form the nucleus of a collection of do- 
mestic archoeology^ embracing memoriab of the dynasties of the Plantaganets^the 
Tudorsy the Stuarts, and the Gruelphs, of their ministers and favouritesy and ot 
the wisest and greatest that flourished in their respective eras. He would 
also eamestiy impress upon all who possess^ as Walpole did, a vocation to vertu, 
that a similar opportunity of enriching their collections can never occur — neither 
fortune nor research, after the distribution of this museum, can enable them to 
uneartii such treasures, and he tiiinks ihete will hardly be found an individual, 
whether tinged with the spirit of antiquarianism or an admirer of the Augustan 
period of British History, but will be anxious to procure some relic of him who 
may be denominated the last of tiiat glorious age ; and who by his inimitable works 
of fiction, his charming correspondence, and his delicate perception of all tiiat 
was choice and beautiful in art, achieved for.himself a glorious immortality in tiie 
memory of mankind. 

In conclusion, it is the pleasing office of the writer to tender his best 
acknowledgments to those friends who have, on this occasion, afibrded him much 
valuable information and assistance: to the popular author of the preceding 
account of Strawberry Hill, necessarily brief, but sketched with the hand of a 
master, and to Mr. Alfred Delamotte, for his spirited illustrations thereto, his 
thanks are especially due ; as also to Mr. Samuel Woodbume for his luminous 
observations on the collection of Engn^vings; to his relative, Mr. Mackinlay, 
for various notes connected with antiquarian research j^ and to his near relation, 
Mr. Edmund Bobins, witii a worthy coadjutor in Mr. Forster, long celebrated 
in the annals of collectors, for their untiring co-operation in the formation and 
arranfi^ement of the Catalogue.

Had this Ck^ec^en been aade hy any other of tb3 anmleurs who also 
figured in the last oentiiry> the Hsaal mode of bfesddiiig \xf and sdling in SkUSl 
the exten^e and vidndMe artieles it oontains wonU have been feUewed; bnt 
Lord Orford is so intimaiely eomiocted with the liiteratnre of tibife IQngdoniy 
and so feneraUy admowbc^ed as the Maooenas of Us day, that it was considered 
abnost a saoril^e to interfere in the liteans and anuuenents of that eminent 
anuiteur. On lUs acoDunt die Collection g£ Portraits to tUnstrate Grat^or^ 
although containing maiiy ef the first interest and rarity, will be sold in one Lot» 
The extensive and vahiaUe CoUe^on illustrating die periods of the reigns of 
William IIL, and sucosssors, down to the time of Geocee IH., will also be sub^ 
mitted in one Lot; these velmnes are most interesting as they ooniain same Hkau^ 
fonds of PartraUij many of whidi are private plates, anditis unfueBtionabfy the 
most complete collection that has^ewrheen wade. Hie same teason jnrevimts tiie 
separation of the Works of Fa^ome, althoiigh contiuning the portrut of l%r 
T. Englefield (of which only one other impression is known), and also many 
others of extreme value,— tiws most inqwrtant collection by the finest en- 
graver of his period, and which is minutdy described by Lord Orfbrd, in 
** The Anecdotes o^ Painting," being equally interesting to the collectors of 
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printis and those who have hitherto confined their pursuit:* to tlie library, aa 
opportunity is here given to either amateur to secure in one moment the bbour 
and toil of many years. 

The patronage and friendship which Lord Orford gave to that eminent 
and industrious artist, Mr. G. Vertue, are so well known that it is not uecessary 
to enlarge on them here. The matchless Collection of Engravings by that master, 
which is in this Cabinet, must of course be the finest of his Works, and the 
extensive Collection of his Manuscripts which were of such infinite use in 
publishing " The Anecdotes of Painters," would be of great value to any person 
inclined to give to the world an enlarged and improved edition of the work, such 
as this most interesting Collection would, doubtless, enable hhn to publish. It 
appears from a note in one of the small pocket-books, that Mr. Vertue began to 
collect information for compiling "A History of Painting," as early as 1713, and 
continued his inquiries with ardoiu* and perseverance to the time of his death, 
in 1757 ; these valuable papers are also interesting to the Antiquarian, con* 
taininjg much information, and drawings of any remarkable object that he saw 
during the many tours he made with Lords Oxford and Coleraine. ■ 

Tlie volume of the Works of that great and original genius Hogarth is also 
of the first interest and value. Lord Orford's Life of this master, in the Anecdotes 
of Painting, is one of the best written in the Work ; he appears to have fully 
entered into the spirit of that great painter, and has done justice to his merit. 
The studies drawn with the pen and washed with India ink, for the set of the 
Idle and Industrious Apprentices, which in many instances diflPer from the 
engravings, are most interesting, and make this Collection invaluable. 

Although Lord Orford appears to have devoted his attention chiefiy to 
the History and Arts of this Kingdom, yet the Collection contains many 
examples of his general love of the Arts. Many valuable books of Original 
Drawings by the Masters of Italy, and otiier Kingdoms, purchased during the 
time he was on the Continent, and some volumes of Engravings by Marc 
Antonio, Martin Schoengauer, Israel Van Meek, and other celebrated Masters^ 
prove that his love of the fine Art« was general. 
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It would be unpardoi^ble to pass over in silence the superb iUumitwted 
volume by JuUo ClomOj this choice jewelj which Lord Orford purchased at tite 
celebrated sale of the Duchess of Portland^ is too well known to require description, 
but it will be satisfactory to the amateur who may become the fortunate 
purchaser of this unique volume^ to know that it was always considered a^ one of 
tlit finest works of this highly celebrated master. 

Perhaps one of the most interesting parts of this Collection is the extensive 
and valuable Correspondence of his Lordship with most of tlie Nobility and 
Literati of the time, which will excite great interest, from the circumstance of 
its illustrating tiie History of a remarkable period in this Kingdom, during 
his existence. 

Most of the books have Manuscript Observations by Lord Orford, and 
thus become doubly interesting. 

To conclude, it may be requisite to make some remarks on the subject of 

the state and arrangement of the Collections of Engravings ; it must be confessed, 

tiiat the highly improved mode of binding and arranging Engravings in the present 

day, is so superior, and by a superficial amateur, more importance may be attached 

to it, than it really deserves, the pliun homely volumes of the Portnuts for Granger 

but ill accord with the contents; but a true amateur will discover a treasure, 

however disguised, and indeed may feel gratification in re-arranpng these valuable 

work«> and bestowing upon them that pleasing attention which their merits so 

justly entitle them to.

CfHDRCn MUSIC IN ITALY. 
BY M. FBTIS. 

At a moment when choral music occupies so large 
a share of public attention, the following account of 
its present state in Italy, its birth-place, extracted 
from a letter written by that acute critic, M. F^tis, 
can hardly fail to be welcome. After a few prefatory 
remarks on the exaggeration of style in dramatic 
oompoflition,and the extent to which it has pervaded 
the Ecclesiastical Music of Germany, France, and 
Italy, M. Ftflis observes : — 

** On my arrival at Milan, I had some hopes of 
hearing at the Duomo, that ancient four-part music, 
without organ or ordiestra, composed for the church 
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main, and as she meant it ; for custom alone has recon- 
ciled the public to patches of black, brown,green-gray» 
&C. upon the faces of portraits, patches which diil- 
dren call ** snuff under the nose," or " spots upon the 
cheek," which could only represent bruises, blackened 
eyes, or uncleanliness, being otherwise unnatural and 
unskilful. * Lady Arabella Stuart,' by ditto (p. 141): 
sparkling and spirited, but like all this artist's works, 
in a poorer, waterier style than Oliver's. He is said 
to have painted with brushes from a squirrel's tail, 
and this ma' 



antique ecclesiastical chant, or the music in^bars, 
which was formerly executed in the Cathedral. 
Orchestral music is entirely banished from the service 
of the church in Milan : the convents only having the 
privilege of executing it ; but I could not hear that 
any of them availed themselves of it. I made a dis- 
covery one day in a church situated on the Corso, 
too strange to be passed over. As I was passing on 
my way to a rehearsal at the Conservatorioy I heard 
the tuning of a piano. The front of the church was 
hung with black, and there were other preparations 
for a funeral service. I inquired what use was in- 
tended to be made of the piano, on so melancholy an 
occasion, and to my great surprise, learned, that per- 
mission had been obtained to sing some moreeotrx, 
during the obsequies of an artist : that Latin words 
had been arranged to airs by Donnizetti and Bel. 
lini,* and that the piano was destined to do duty in 
place of an orchestra. Just as I was leaving <he • 
church, they were bringing in a harp, which, doubt- ' 
less, was intended to accompany the piano. I wasj 
sorry not to be able to stay and hear this singular 
sacred music. 

^^ At Bergamo, where I halted to pay a visit to the * 
excellent Mayer, I expected to hear some church 
music, knowing that he had composed many masses 
and psalms for Santa Maria Maggiore — but he told 
me that his functions as cliapel-master only occupied 
him one day in the year, that is, on the 15th of Au- 
gust, the Festival of the Virgin. I learnt subsequently 
that this was the case in most of the churches of 
Lombardy, of Tuscany, and even as far as Rome. 
The diminution of the revenues of the churches has 
caused the suppression not merely of the daily musical 
service, but also that of the Sundays and holidays. It 
is only twice or three times in the year, that the tra- 
veller can now meet with some remains of that music, 
of which, formerly, such immoderate use was made. 
At Padua, the same habitual silence in the femous 
church of Saint Antony, although there, too, is a 
chapel-master, and four organs in the choir. At 
Venice, I was told by M. Perrotti, that his duties as 
chapel-master, in Saint Mark's only occupied him 
two days in the year, when solemn music is perform- 
ed — or under special circumstances when a RequUm 
is to be sung. M. Perrotti'ft compositions are numer- 
ous, but his modesty would not allow him to show 
me any of them. 

^ At Bologna, the opportunities for hearing church 
music are a little more frequent than in Lombardy, 
and the Philharmonic Academy contains many com- 
posers of sacred music, among whose names were 
mentioned those of MM. Bertocchi, Bianchi, Sera- 
fini, Zagnoni, Monari, Tabellini, Gaspari, Vanduzzi, 
Snrti, Roncagli, Fabbri, Manetti, Palmerini, &c 
But the same fetality pursued me, and notwith- 
standing this abundance of composers, ordained that 
in not one single church should there be any music 
during the ci^ days I passed at Bologna. Ros- 
sini, to whom I complained of this ill luck, only 
answered by ** Happy Mortal" ! and his most subtle 
smile. My respect for the Philharmonic Acade- 
micians prevented me from inquiring too curiously 
into its meaning. 

^ On my arrival at Rome, I at last heard some 
church music. It was at the Jesuits' church : but what 
were my feelings as I listened to a performance, than 
which nothing could be more flat, more wretched, 
worse written, or mor^ anti-religious — the style only 
worthy of the lowest tavern, and the execution worthy 
of the style !^-and this tolerated in one of the most

These notices, our readers will have observed, do 
not mean to point out the popular curiosities of this 
Collection, nor every gem whose lustre may light up 
the vacant admirer's gaze with a like intelligence ; 
for such attractions let the Auction Catalogue be 
consulted, with all the advantages therefrom de- 
rivable. Our aim is to discuss some few productions 
of pre-eminent and permanent value, hy which we 
would fain awaken an interest more deep than the 
mere sight-seeker can feel, less morbid than the mere 
sensation-seeker craves. In general, we quote from 
that Catalogue, as most accessible though very ill 
drawn up, the name of each article and the page 
where it occurs : first and worst edition. 

'Christ crowned with Thorns,' by Mabute{p. 197). 
A small painting on panel ; the figures would be 
at full length, about eight inches talL Iohannes 
MALBODius iNVENiT, undemcath the subject. Christ 
sits on an elevated phitform, his clasped hands be- 
tween his knees, looking rather upwards with a sickly 
eye and a mouth complainingly open. Sorrow has, 
in most cases, something about it which elevates the 
humblest character ; to the august Personage above-said 
in such an extreme, it would of itself lend a dreadful 
attractiveness : yet here it is so mana^ as to degrade 
and render repulsive. Mabuse, at his best or earliest 
time, was remarkable for the dignified air of his 
figures, but as not seldom happens even with a supe- 
rior mind, he fell lowest where he wocild have 
risen highest Milton^ '^God the Father turns a 
school-divine** in like manner ; and J^lichaelangelo^ 
Christ of the * Last Judgment,* heaves his indignation 
at the damned as if he were pitching stones upon 
them. A vulgarer, less godlike agony than Mabuse has 
depicted could scarce be found on a highway cross 
throughout the whole papal continent Yet the 
nrtist had not degenerated into his second, or pseudo- 
Italian style. Despite this huge spot on the sun, 
his rays shine through it slill : the tliree other half- 
length figures are admirable; colouring, drawing, 
handling, exquisite. In front of the true Proto- 
Iklartyr stands a bald, grizzled persecutor, the very 
beau-ideal of a narrow-minded bigot, whose blood 
was virus, and flesh discoloured wiUi his over-abun- 
dant gall ; a powerful character by the mere force of 
his hatred ; there he stands, disphiying his toothless 
jaws, squinting with ferocious liveliness at his victim's 
convulsed members, as if he could pounce upon them 
like a bird of prey, which his hooked beak and fierce- 
grey eye make him very much resemble. This is 
quite the face that Leonardo loved to depict, one 
of those that concentrate passion till it approaches 
terrific caricature, and suggests how the human may 
become infernalized hereafter into the fiendish nature. 
A female face next it is Leonardesque also ; blunt- 
featured, coarse, but still gazing with woman's curio- 
sity and irrepressible piteousness at the Sufferer's 
countenance, — some of his anguish excruciating its 
own sympathetic muscles. A third half-figure behind 
Christ has that noble mien which Mabuse so often 
attained by ascetic severity of outline, but here the 
rprms have not any such meagrcness. Architecture 
rnnkes the background. Morebeautifulmechanism of a 
}inrd, stern description could scarce be instanced than 
this little work exhibits: oil-painting looks as firm and 
united as enamelling: wondrous art! to have given 
't tie semi-fluid perfect solidity, yet left it unctuous; for 
ihe drawing alone, distinct from the colouring, is what 
^e call dry. Modern painters might study it with 
^vantage ; they whose colours aife as brilliant as new- 
sprung flowers, and almost as apt to fade. Purchased 
^t M- Hareng's sale, 1764. Henry Vllth'ii children, 
« Arthur, Henry, and Margaret,' (p. 201) is a good 
copy of Mabuse's celebrated picture at Hampton

chin bespeak the watchml, inquiring, practical man 
— a few hairs lie scattered over his forehead — that 
withered cheek has felt many toil-drops course one 
another down its channels—here we see honest, 
shrewd Frobenius himself, see so much of his indi- 
viduality as makes us forget the face is not full life- 
size while we peer into it But the Printer falls 
short of the Theologist in elevated poetic sentiment, 
and though we admire this portrait, we love that one. 
An admirable 'Frobenius' at Hampton Court will Le 
recollected : it is the above miniature magnified ; one 
was, we dare say, copied from the other, accessories 
excepted, which the larger portrait alone possesses. 
Some connoisseun pronounce the Hampton- Court 
picture a copy; if so, our tntniature may be the 
original, but certain connoisseura deny this "^ao ! 
What will they not deny ? What they should not 
deny is the great merit of both ; and this after all 
comprises the whole essential matter. Amongst 
various remaining supposed Holbeins in oil, a 
'Young Man with his Glove' (p. 200) has less pre- 
tensions -to authenticity than excellence; the one 
below it has, we think, neither, — a 'Man in black with 
a ring' (p. 200), despite H. H. on the back, and its 
''undoubtedness''to boot Three miniatures in water- 
colours appear veritably by Holbein: 'Catherine 
Howard,' (so-called p. 146,) of singular impasto for 
this materia], the bosom rising as it were over the 
boddice at its border, with a relief which even oils 
seldom attain. There is a great deal of beauty tibout 
the work, though little about the woman herself; but 
its lines have l^n much retraced. It belonged to 
the Arundel Collection, afterwards to Richardson, 
and was engraved by Houbraken, among the Heads 
of Illiwtrious Persons. 'Catherine of Arragon' 
(p. 145): in a purer state and style than the last, 
but without its fulness or force; altogether an ex- 
quisite production. Holbein's miniatures have the 
firm, yet not the rigid drawing, of his large pictures : 
their manner is really more broad within a smaller 
compass, and they individualize as much while their 
traits are less pronounced. 'Holbein himself 
(p. 116): head and hands very small, on a blue 
ground. He is represented painting, in a black 
dress and cap, with a dark curled beard. Full as 
usual of character; one Vould think he had been 
wine-bibber enough to contract a delirium tremevtf 
yet his works display a steadiness and delicate han- 
dling which no water-drinker coyld excel. This very 
small portrait is important on more than one account. 
It serves to verify the date of Holbein^ birth, or 
rather to put that in doubt which never was so; 
1498 has been always considered the true epoch, but 
here are the initials H. IL, followed by a.d. 1545, 
and at. $ua 45, thus making it 1500. However, 
although the Auction Catalogue, with a great air of 
exactness, gives these numbers, we conceive, afler 
close inspection, one may be erroneous, and that what 
appean as 1545 is 1543, the latter digit being an old- 
fashioned 3, and having its upper part now rubbed 
off.

OPENING OF THE CIIESTB BEQUEATHED TO THE 
UNIVERSITY OF UPSALA BY KING OUSTAVUS III. , 
Some time since, we adverted to the circumstance, 
that in 1791, Gustavus IIL ordered to be deposited; 
among the archives of the University of Upsala, two 
sealed chests, with injunctions that they should not 
be opened until fifty years had expired, to becalculat- 
ed from the day of his death ; and then only in the 
presence of the assembled Senate, and the municipal 
and judicial authorities of the city. This ceremony. 
It has been some time announced, was to take place 
on the 29th ult, and much curiosity has been fdt, 
and much speculation hazarded as to the nature of 
their contents. We are now enabled, from a letter 
in The Times, to give the particulars of this pompous 

and ridiculous piece of mystification : 

** At 1 1 o'clock on the morning of the 29th, the com- 
mission appointed for the purpose, consisting of the 
Vice Chancellor, Rector, and Professors of the Uni- 
versity of Upsala, together with M. SSrte, the Gover- 
nor of the province, assembled in the consistorium, 
and there opened a box containing the keys of the 
two chests ; along with these were found the follow- 
ing autograph instructions of King Gustavus respect- 
ing his bequest, which will be found to givea ceneral 
view of the contents of the chest :—
